He said such rates 
would dry up government income, im- 
poverish corporations, create unem- 
ployment and block industrial growth. 

100 Per Cent Levy. 

The Delaware senator interjected 
that after a corporation had retained 
30 per cent of its income, it would 
pay a dollar in taxes for every addi- 
tional dollar it retained, creating in 
effect a tax of 100 per cent. 

He asserted the measure was a 
“regulatory bill” instead of a “tax 
bill” and questioned the authority of 
congress to impose such taxes.

Bloodworth is reported to “have in- 
formed the Birmingham authorities 
that he killed Arnold because the lat- 
ter had been “stealing his whisky.”

WASHINGTON, May 5.—(#)—As- |

| veritable financial Aladdin’s lamp” to 


the American Cotton Co-operative As- 
sociation, Senator McKellar, demo- 
crat, Tennessee, said today he would 
ropose congressional action to pro- 
hibit further federal aid to the asso- 
ciation or its 13 affiliates. 

McKellar said the government had 
lost millions of dollars in transac- 
tions with the cotton association. 

His statement followed the filing of 
a minority report by Senator Bank- 
head, democrat, Alabama, member of 
the senate appropriations subcommit- 


tee headed by McKellar which at 
Memphis, Tenn., last fall conducted an 
investigation into government’ ad- 
vances to the cotton co-operatives. 

Bankhead denied various charges in 
the. majority report, filed about a 
month ago by McKellar, who asserted 
it was “quite clear” that the A. C. C. 
and its affiliates were “not cotton co- 
operatives, but with the practically un- 
limited backing of the federal govern- 
ment constitute simply another great 
cotton buyer or merchant.” 

Supports Association. 

Declaring the cotton associations 
“have rendered a noteworthy service” 
to farmers, Bankhead, in his report, 
said there was no justification for 
“the assumption that capital loans to 
the co-operatives are worthless, or 
that the government will ultimately 
lose thereby.” 

“Certainly there is no evidence in- 
dicating that these capital loans were 
recklessly, improvidently or illegally 
made,” the Alabama senator added. “I 
see no reason to believe that the gov- 
ernment’s loans are likely to be lost in 
whole or in part.” 

McKellar, in the majority report 
said that in his opinion government 
lending of $5,000,000 to 11 of the 13 
affiliates “was a fraud upon the gov- 
ernment.” 

He said the money was borrowed in 
934 by the affiliates and turned over 
to the central association after the

GREEN ADVOCATES 


Labor Chieftain Lauds 


‘Present Administration. 


WASHINGTON, May 5—()— 
William Green, president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, today ad- 
vocated President Roosevelt's re-elec- 
tion. 

“We have been inspired and thrilled 
by the leadership destiny has given 
us,” Green told the National Wom- 
en’s Trade Union League convention. 

“We want to continue it.”’ 

He later told reporters this indorse- 
ment of Mr. Roosevelt's candidacy was 
his own—that he could not speak for 
the federation. 

Only a week ago, Green urged all 
A. F. of L. unions to adhere to the 
federation’s “traditional non-partisan 
political policy.” 

“The training and experience of 
labor and the lessons which it has 
learned,” he said in a letter to all 
unions at that time, “all lead to the 
conclusion that the highest and best 
interests of labor will be served 
through a strict adherence to the tra- 
ditional non-partisan political policy 
of the American Federation of Labor.” 

Labor Developments. 

Other labor developments included : 

Faced with the increasingly bitter 
scrap between craft and _ industrial 
unionists, the federation’s executive 
council opened its quarterly meeting. 
Some labor men expected the council 
to reaffirm the federation’s non- 
partisan political policy, readopted 
last fall at the annual convention. 
Green and a group of building trade 


| union officials told the President that 
‘the A. F. of L. was “wholeheartedly” 
for the Wagner housing bill. After the 
White House call, Green said he had 
high hopes the bill would be enacted 
this session. 

Green's indorsement of the Presi- 
dent for re-election came dyring a talk 
on “social justice” legislation. He ex- 
pressed sorrow at the end of NRA, 
urged the women unionists to fight 
for adoption of the child labor amend- 
ment to the constitution,. urged aboli- 
tion of home work and praised the 
social security program. 

Urges No Change. 

“We can’t afford,’ he said, 
make any change in the leadership of 
this great forward movement. 

“We want to think it out and think 
it through. Workers of every group 
will understand every phase of the 
great social security program. There 
is nothing that is going to stop us 
from obtaining eventually a social se- 
curity program providing adequate 
protection not only to the aged but to 
the unemployed, the dependent, the 
sick and incapacitated.

WILL END TONIGHT 


Campaign Manager Allen 
Expects Goal of $10,000 
To Be Reached Easily. 


(Atlanta 


The drive for funds to pay ?resi- 
dent Roosevelt’s $10,000 entry fee in 
Georgia's preferential primary will be 
ended tonight. Campaign Manager 
Marion H. Allen announced yesterday 
that the Roosevelt forces “still are 
slightly under the goal,’ but added 
that he had every reason to believe 
that today’s mail would bring the to- 
tal to $10,000 or more. 

Campaign Manager Allen plans to 
qualify the President late this week. 

“We are very happy to say that we 
believe we will reach or may even 
go beyond our goal tomorrow,” the 
campaign manager said. ‘There has 
been a last-minute rush of checks com- 
ing in every mail and I have not made 
a new total today but I am sure that 
by the time we close our office tomor- 
row afternoon the $10,000 will be in 
hand.” 

Allen has deposited all checks in 
an Atlanta bank. When he qualifies 
Mr. Roosevelt he will call personally 
on Chairman Hugh Howell, of the 
state democratic executive committee, 
and pay the entry fee in cash. 

Under the rules of the committee if 
the President has no opposition in 
the primary the entry fee will be re- 
turned to him. . Inasmuch as Gover- 
nor Talmadge’s friends say that he 
will not enter it is generally expected 
that the President will get Georgia's 
delegation to the national convention 
at Philadelphia without a contest. 

The recent failures of Colonel Hen- 
ry Breckenridge and others to aent 
the Roosevelt surface in Pennsylvania 
and Maryland primaries is seen as the 
reason no one will oppose the Presi- 
dent in Georgia. If the opposition 
cannot make a reasonable showing in 
other states it is presumed that they 
know they can do nothing in this, the 
President’s southern home state. 

The qualifying of the President has 
not actually been set but there is ex- 
pected to be no formal ceremony. 


Two Californians Seek 


New Distance Record 


BURBANK, Cal., May 5.—(4)— 
Bob Buck took off from Union Air 
terminal at 7:34 p- m. (Atlanta time) 
today for Newark in an attempt to 
set a light plane distance record. With 
him in his small plane was his cousin, 
Lee Bellingrath. 

A French flying team has held the 
distance record for light aircraft since 
1930 with a mark of 1,809 miles. 

“If we can stay up until we are 
about 45 miles east of Indianapolis 
we will have the record,” said Buck, 
22, and holder of several junior avia- 
tion records. ; 

However, their plane, the Skyrider, 
carried fuel enough for 2,300 miles at 
an average speed of 100 miles an

ROME, May 5.—(#)—An exultant 
Italy heard from Premier Mussolini’s 
own lips tonight the long-awaited 
news that she is mistress of a vast 
new African empire. 

In a voice hoarsely emotional, Mus- 
solini announced the climax of the 
fascist triumph while an estimated 
400,000 Romans jammed the piazza 
in front of the Venezia palace and ad- 
jacent streets, and 20,000,000 Italians 
listened at radios and loudspeakers 
throughout Italy. 

“Ethiopia ig Italian!” Ih Duce 
shouted. The crowd yelled delirously. 

“The war is ended!” he proclaimed. 


Americans After Rioters 
Are Repulsed by Rifles. 


WASHINGTON, . May. 5: e-| 


Rioting natives suddenly turned heavy 
fire on the reoccupied American lega- 
tion in Addis Ababa tonight but were 
driven back. 

Aid from Italian troops requested 
by the American defenders was quick- 
ly forthcoming. 

After driving off temporarily the 


group of marauders who concentrated 
fire on the legation compound for 
about five minutes, the littie band vot 
four—a vice consul and three navy 
radio men—cheered the arrival of oU 
Italian troopers with two officers. 

With them tovaid, the Americans in- 
formed the State Department they be- 
lieved the situation shortly would be 
entirely under control. 

Tonight's attack represented the 
third sortie against the legation in 
the fourth day of the siege by rioting 
natives. 

As they had done on the two pre- 
vious assaults, the Americans returned 
shot for shot from the few rifles, 
shotguns and pistols in their posses-

British Diplomat at Athens 
Sees Change in Next 


Few Months. 


ATHENS, Ga., May 5.—(?)—Ger- 
many’s rapid rise to power and Italy’s 
invasion of Ethiopia have placed Eu- 


rope in a “state of nervous tension,” 
Goeffrey Crowther, British economist 
and journalist, said here tonight. 

He said there was no need for 
alarm in an address to the Universit 
of Georgia Institute of Public Af- 
fairs. pags 

“A compromise already is in sight, 
he said, “the present position is one 
of confusion and nervousness.” ; 

Crowther said Germany, “the big- 
gest and strongest nation on the con- 
tinent,’’ after being in a position of 
inferiority for 15 years, is reasserting 
itself and doing so by methods which 
“show it has little respect for obliga- 
tions entered into.” 

French diplomacy, he said, foresee- 
ing this possibility long ago, has con- 
sistently sought to secure itself against 
a rearmed Germany by means of a 
system of collective security. He said 
Great Britain always has fought shy 
of committing herself but has grad- 
ually moved closer to the French view- 

oint. : 

. “Then came the Italian incursion 
into Abyssinia,” he said, “British 
publie opinion regarded this as a test 
ease for the League of Nations. For 
the French, no case could have been 
more embarrassing. This Jack of unity 
between French and British policy 
has enabled Italy to defy the League 
with impunity.” 

Crowther said the next few months 
will have a decisive effect upon the 
future of international relationships in 
Europe. : 

Earlier in the day, he said Europes 
economic affairs will not be straight- 
ened out fof years.

Dean Elliott and Dr. Russell 
Plead for Patriotism at . 
Sessions Here. 


Meetings of the Emergency Peace 
Campaign at the First Methodist 
church were featured yesterday with 
addresses by Dean Harriet Elliott, of 
the North Carolina College for Wom- 
en, and Dr. Elbert Russell, of Duke 
University. 

Dean Elliott spoke at the morning 
session to more than 100 representa- 
tives of local churches and out-of- 
town delegates including Dean Frank 
Argelander, of the Methodist Semi- 


nary at Mount Zion, Ga., who brought 
a delegation of four students. Many 
near-by towns were listed in the roll 
of delegates. 

Dr. Russell addressed the luncheon 
group, who applauded vigorously his 
patriotic plea. The program contin- 
ued through the afternoon with a 
3 o'clock meeting to consider practi- 
cal plans to strengthen the peace 
movement in Georgia. The mass 
meeting at the First Methodist church 
last night was addressed by both Dean 
Elliott and Dr. Russell. 

In her speech yesterday morning 
Dean Elliott said, “America is arous- 
ed about human welfare but it will 
all be to no avail unless we become 
concerned about war. When war 
comes, human values all are futile.” 


Trip for Peace. 


During 1935 she made a _ trip 
through 32 states, speaking on behalf 
of peace. In a recent visit to Europe 
she reported many students saying to 
her, “We know that we of Europe 
are doomed but there may be a way 
out for you in America.” 

“Before 1914,” she continued, “I 
thoughtlessly accepted the proposal 
that if we prepare for war we have 
done enough to insure peace. Every 
treaty of those days contained the 
seeds of the World War. There is 
no excuse for such ignorance today. 
We are living on the brink of a 
precipice. Such defiance as Germany 
recently exhibited must make us all 
concerned. What will happen next?’ 

Dealing with the basic economic 
causes of war she stated, “Economic 
imperialism is a major cause of war 
and every great nation is involved. 
The truth of the matter is that from 
a practical standpoint, economic im- 
perialism does not pay. As this in- 
tense policy has developed among the 
nations it is patriotism gone mad. The 
fallacy has been completely exploded 
by our experience in 1914 that prepa- 
rations for war are enough to bring 
peace,” 

At the close of her speech many 

uestions were asked. Dr. Richard 
rme Flinn, pastor of the North Ave- 
nue Presbyterian church, and Dr. W. 
A. Shelton, pastor of the Grace Meth- 
odist church, presided. 
Plea for Democracy. 

Dr. Lester Rumble, presiding elder 
of the Atlanta district of the Meth- 
odist church, was toastmaster at the 
lunch and introduced the speaker, Dr. 
Russell, who opened his remarks with 
a plea for democracy. 

“The founders of our country be- 
lieved — in democracy as the 
best possible government for men,” 
he said. “The pooling of ideas in 
common discussion was part of their 
priceless gift and no substitute has 
yet been found for that.

acter. Old Glory must be a symbol 
of a free people, with no fear of frank 
expression of their judgments. The 
land I am willing to sacrifice for is a 
place where laws rule and guarantee 
justice and opportunity for all. Such 
a flag I am glad to salute. 

“We can and will do much to avoid 
risking our liberties in the horrible 
arbitrament of war. We are for peace 
and will labor to that end with all 
our strength.”

Two resolutions, among the sev- 
eral passed by the convention today, 
were directed at Memphis. 


| The first deplored the failure to se- 
(cure legislation placing a restriction 
| on the use of educational funds in any 
| state or territory “denying to teachers 
and other employes the right to join 
‘organizations affiliated with the 
| American Federation of Labor.” 

| The resolution said the necessity for 
'“such legislation . is evidenced 
by the recent action of Memphis, 
| Tenn., in threatening the discharge of 
| their teachers if they dared to join 
the American Federation of Teachers.” 

In the second resolution the federa- 
tian recited the situation in Memphis 
in which the teachers, firemen and 
building custodians have been warned 
they will suffer discharge if they are 
affiliated with the A. F. of L. organi- 
zation, and called such action “un- 
|_American, undemocratic and unjust” 
|and “opposed to all those principles 
| of fair play and decency that have 
'made America the great country that 
it is.” 

This resolution called upon the 
board of education and city adminis- 
tration of Memphis to “rescind their 
actions so as not to continue longer 
this injustice and unwarranted inter- 
ference with the rights of citizens.”

The 
woman, Nettie Spruill, has already 
leaded guilty to accessory after the 
act and is under an 18-month sus- 
pended sentence. Smith and Ewing 
were tried and found guilty early this 
year. Both got life sentences. 

Suicide, Defense. 

“We will seek to prove Neely com- 
mitted suicide by blowing off the top 
of his head with his own shotgun,” 
William Schley Howard, counsel for 
the defense, told the jurors. “Why, 
Odom never saw Neely, did not know 
the Spruill woman and had never met 
Smith or Ewing.”

Neely’s father testified his son’s 
shotgun was longer and in much bet- 
ter condition than the one found un- 
der his body.

Aroused by the unseemly squab- 
bles during the past few months in 
the police committee, council has 
ousted this committee and author- 
ized the mayor to name another 
board, 

Whether or not this attempt to 
solve the problem of better direc- 
tion of the police department will 
be successful, only time will tell. 

The disgraceful performance of 
recent months has been due largely 
to councilmanic interference in the 
conduct of the police department. 

This is nothing new. It has been 
going on for years, causing much 
of the departmental demoralization 
that has existed. 

If the new committee continues 
along the same basis, either direct- 
ly or indirectly interfering with the 
administration of the department, 
then the situation will continue just 
as it has for years. 

The only solution ,of the prob- 
lem is for council to keep hands 
off and fet the chief be chief in 
fact as well as name. 

It is but fair to Chief Sturdivant 
to say that he has never had a fair 
chance. The shadow of council- 
manic interference has hung over 
his head continuously since he has 
been chief. 

The public will not tolerate a 
continuation of the conditions that 
have existed in the department, cul- 
minating in the crisis that necessi- 
tated the ousting of a committee 
split by factional wrangles. 

If the ‘chief is given a free hand, 
it may be that the problem of in- 
efficient and inadequate policing 
may be solved. He will at least 
have a chance to demonstrate 
whether or not he can put the de- 
partment on an efficient basis. 

If he cannot do it, then another 
chief should be chosen. 

The next few months will tell the 
story and if definite progress is not 
made toward solving the problem, 
the dominant issue in the forthcom- 
ing legislative campaign in Fulton 
county will be the selection of three 
men pledged to the enactment of 
such a measure as will remove the 
department from political interfer- 
ence, making it mandatory that it 
be put on an efficient basis.

FREEDOM—OR SUICIDE? 


Writing for the news service of 
the National Conference of Jews 
and Christians, Rev. R. A. McGowan 
takes the position that the plebis- 
cite on independence provided for 
the people of Puerto Rico in«the 
bill now pending in congress is 
tantamount to asking the Puerto 
Ricans to vote yes or no on the 
proposition: “Shall Puerto Rico 
commit suicide?”’ 

The writer takes the position 
that— 


Now is no time for a vote on in- 
dependence. Puerto Rico has to get 
out from under the incubus of the 
cash-crop system and the foreign own- 
ership without starving its people. It 
cannot do that in the period this bill 
provides; and until it goes far toward 
doing so, independence is suicide. It 
is so far from doing so yet that the 
situation should not be seized on at 
this time to establish something per- 
manent. 

The greatest part of profitable 
endeavor in Puerto Rico is con- 
fined to the production and export 
of sugar, tobacco, coffee and 
fruits. Most of these experts come 
to the United States, where they can 
enter tariff-free in competition to 
similar products from other tropi- 
cal and semi-tropical countries that 
must pay stiff import taxes. 


Thus the entire economic struc- 
ture of the island is built around 
the ability of the workers, pro- 
ducers and exporters to sell their 
products in the United States at a 
cheaper price than their competitors 
in other countries. With independ- 
ence, this advantage would. be lost 
and the people of the island, tuned 
to a production and sales basis that 
does not require the utmost in 
economy and businesslike methods, 
would find themselves unable, at 
least for a time, to sell their prod- 
ucts either in the United States or 
the other markets of the world. 


Before the United States took 
over Puerto Rico, the island people 
largely owned the little farms on 
which the great majority live. Since 
we have been in control the trend 
has been toward the concentration 
of a few money crops, controlled 
by large corporations, and a large 
per cent of the people have been 
dispossessed of their land and con- 
verted into farm laborers. Most of 
the corporations are American- 
owned, 


As a result many families who 
formerly lived comfortably the year 
around now get good pay only dur- 
ing the farming seasons and are 
barely able to. get along during the 
balance of the year. 

The United States government has 
instituted a program looking to re- 
distribution of the land, with in- 
creased production of commodities 
tor home use, co-operatives are be- 
ing encouraged and a yardstick to 


regulate the prices and wages that 
Sugar mills and plantations pay is 
being attempted. 

Notwithstanding the people of the 
island blame the United States, to 
a large degree, for the unhealthy 
changes that have taken place in 
their economic life, this is respon- 
sible for the discontent and the oc-

The fifth death-plot in three 
time against Magda Lupescu, King 
Carol's friend, has failed with the 
arrest of ince Cantacuzene and 
four others. From the prisoners the 
police learned that seven more ter- 
rorist committees of five men each are 
awaiting a favorable opportunity to 
assassinate the, exotic, titian-haired 
Jewish beauty, who has been designat- 
ed as Rumania’ public enemy No. 1 
by the Iron Guard, the fascist organ- 
ization which killed Premier Ion Duca 
two years ago. The first four com- 
mittees of five who tried to put “La 
Lupiesca” out of the way all caught. 
They were exclusively composed of 
army officers. Their trial was held in 
secret in the Doftana prison one of 
the most gruesome bastilles in Eu- 
rope, equipped as it is with ‘bunker 
cells under the river, on the model 
of the Peter and Paul fortress of old 
St. Petersburg, where the ezars locked 
up nihilists and terrorists. In Bucha- 
rest the rumor goes that the military 
plotters against the life of the king's 
favorite, whose name is pronounced in 
fearful whispers, have been tortured 
to death. What is certain is that 
their relatives have never heard from 
them nor been allowed to visit the 
prison.

In a way, Mr. Roosevelt has been permitted to choose his}own 
opposition. The tendency has been toward popularizing two alternatives 
in the public mind, Roosevelt or big business. te 

This will be changed after the republican nominee is selected, and 
the definite alternative presents itself. At least, a centralized opposition 
will be offered. Those who are now conducting the opposition cam- 
paign (officials of the republican national committee, prominent. anti- 
administration speakers, the American Liberty League, etc.) will be sup- 
planted in the public eye.

SCORCHING What ruined the Ethiopians was mustard gas. They 
stood up fairly well in the face of bullets.

_ ROTTERDAM, April 23.—Return- 
ing in the course of a: trans-European 
vagabondage from England to the con- 
tinent, I am handéed a letter from a 
friend in Atlanta. She tells me that 
she has hardly any news to give a 
the American poliitcal scene, ing 
so absorbed by what is going on in 
Europe. 

I am this moment returning from 
a visit to an old man in England, a 
ar pe leader who for a long time 

as exercised an important influence 
on the conduct of British foreign af- 
fairs. I found him staying in bed, 
evading any discussion of politics. 
| His attitude is not more ‘than char- 
acteristic for the general feeling in 
England—the feeling of having lost 
a war, of being beaten and covered 
with shame in the eyes of the world. 
Only that the politically never very 
enlightened English “man in _ the 
street” has been nursing, in additivn 
to his other feelings when he daily 
reads of Abyssinian massacres and 
Italian advances, a violent and amaz- 
ing resentment against the French 
whom he makes responsible for that 
state of bankruptcy to which British 
foreign statesmanship at the present 
time has been reduced. 

Last time 1 visited England (in 
September while Sir Samuel Hoare 
was scoring with his celebrated 
speech in Geneva) colonial experts 
swore to the impossibility of con- 
quering Abyssinia in less than 10 
years, and naval experts were sure— 
of course, justly—of England’s su- 
periority in the Mediterranean. One 
could hear expressions of almost— 
sympathy, of almost—pity, with big 
bully Mussolini who now was com- 
ing to so sad an end. 

Only Mr. Garvin in the Observer 
warned. Was England really ready 
to go to war? Mr. Lansbury thought 
it was making ready, and resigned in 
protest. And Sir Stafford Cripps lift- 
ed his always lonely voice against out- 
wardly very pacifistic sanctions 
emanating from hidden imperialistic 
springs. 

Garvin had no objections on prin- 
ciple either against war or against 
imperialism. He only saw the dan- 
ger of England with a greatly reduced 
armature rushing into a conflict where 
her principal ally in the League would 
not follow her but half of the way, 
and that with the utmost reluctance. 

So, with the experts on colonial 
warfare completely disproved by 
events, there has arisen the present 
situation where a single power, op- 
posed by most of Europe seems tri- 
umphant, where the League and the 
cause of peace appear more complete- 
ly and hopelessly compromised than 
ever before, where the ways of Eng- 
land and France threaten to part, and 
Hitler, with a tight home situatiou 
on his hands, finds the moment pro- 
pitious to reoccupy the Rhineland. 

The militarization of the Rhineland 
has struck home in France and Bel- 

ium, but apparently not in England. 

res, it would not be said, saying too 
much that the fact of Hitler's popu- 
larity’: in England growing by leaps 
and by bounds in the very moment 
when he has torn the Locarno treaty 
to shreds is the most ominous symp- 
tom of the disintegration of Europe. 

The English Attitude. 

England, at the moment, seems to 
be surrendering to its anti-French 
fury, to be impressed by the new or- 
der of things evolving in Germany 
and by the peace proposals of the 
leader. 

In the house of commons the chan- 
cellor of the exchequer is asked if it 
is true that the British government 
did pay rent during the war to 
French landowners for the occupation 
of their property of the trenches by 
British soldiers. All the old ajins of 
Clemeceau and Poincare, the occupa- 
tion of the Ruhr, the refusal to scrap 
submarines in Washington, the re- 
calcitrancy against disarmament, the 
intransigence shown to the Germany 
of Stresemann and Bruning—now 
‘have come home to roost. In Lon- 
don I am told by different well-in- 
formed sources that the city is quite 
likely to grant a new substantial loan 
to Germany in the near future. 

In the opinion of the English the 
French have ever since Versailles 
tried to —_ Germany in a weak- 
ened and subservient position in_or- 
der to dominate themselves Europe. 
What is now happening is, therefore, 
only an inevitable, and morally ab- 
solutely justified readjustment of the 
relative. position of the continental 
powers. And for the rest—there are 
Hitler’s offers of non-aggression pacts, 
to practically everybody except soviet 
Russia, for 25 or 50 years or, maybe, 
eternity. 

It is a little difficult to share the 
French point of view about the Rhine- 
land—and to see in the occupation of 
a German province by German troops 
an act of aggression against the peace 
of Europe—even, if it did destroy a 
treaty between the great powers on 
which the security of Europe seemed 
to hinge. But on the other hand the 
French argument is quite irrefttable 
when it contends that the reoccupa- 
tion of the Rhineland is only one in a 
continuous chain of acts; that the 
deeds of Hitler are much more con- 
sistent with each other, with his plans 
as revealed in “Mein Kampf” and 
with the mentality of that militarism 
that is once more dominating Ger- 
many—than his words; and that what 
may now appear only as the reasser- 
tion of equality will surely end by 
aggression on Germany’s neighbors. 

Demoralized Austria. 

Austria has been undermined and 
corrupted by the consciousness of be- 
ing “kept” and of being entitled to 
the succors of all Europe in any po- 
litical eventuality. 

The government seems even much 
more efficient in uncovering nazi cells 
and punishing straying officials than 
in dealing with the socialists whose 
former heads (Bauer and Deutsch), 
still print their periodic literature 
over the Czech frontier in Brunn. and 


copies into Austria—which is only 
logical if they know from which side 
danger threatens. 

Hitler—and all Germany with him, 
are certainly as determined as ever 
to. get Austria—and the real mean- 
ing of the unpunished Rhineland re- 
occupation is to be discovered on the 
shores of the Danube. For. as,.soon 


as Germany has constructed a “Sieg- 


friedline™ in the west—its influence 
in the east and southeast is bound 
to rise in conformity with its in- 
creased freedom of action. With the 
mood of the Austrian bourgeoisie and 
neasantry being what it is—with FEng- 
land in her helpless rage against Mus- 
solini (Austria’s protector) already 
resigned to the “Anschluss”—further 
developments are not hard to be 
guessed. 

It is strange to note the growing 
trend of anti-church sentiment in the 
Austrian villages. The church is suf- 
fering by the unpopularity of a regime 
that claims to be inspired hy the 
papal bulle dealing with social ques- 
tions (“Quadragesimo Anno” and 
“Rernm Novarum”). By many Ause- 
tria is even supposed to be ruled to- 
day by three men: The prince. the 
chancellor and the cardinal—Star- 
hemberg.

Schuschnigg is a. man of unques- 
tioned integrity whose sincere piety 
would inspire anybody with respect— 
if he only was not so completely lack- 
ing of color, of vigor, of initiative. 
He possesses all the virtues of a duti- 
ful civil servant, but it was a cruel 
joke of the fates to make him inherit 
a dictatorship. " 

Starhemberg has the arrogance, the 
unthinking self-confidence, the elan 
vital that the dictator needs and is, 
therefore, irreplaceable. His aping of 
Hitler is hig chief characteristic. 
When the Phoenix scandal was at its 
height and people told each other in 
the streets of Vienna how much every 
minister had pocketed, Starhemberg 
thought it the right moment to pro- 
claim “compulsory service’ in Aus- 
tria. That was (even if the means 
and the preparations to put it into 
effect were at the time lacking) at 
least a theoretical breach of the peace 
treaty. So it was announced to the 
loyal people of Vienna on immense 
posters, plastered over all available 
walls of the city—with the princely 
comment that “at last Austria is free 
—chains that we have long borne with 
raging hearts are broken .. -” 

In Austria one often has the feel- 
ing that the government not only is 
lying—not only knows that it lies— 
but is even conscious of the fact that 
those whom it addresses will be aware 
of being lied to. Such a regime.can 
have no moral strength—it is doom- 
ed to be obliterated by men of firm- 
er faith. 

Effect on Czechoslovakia. 


When Austria falls, Bohemia will 
be four-fifths surrounded by the Teu- 
tonic colossus. Czechoslovakia counts 
14 million inhabitants—but only a 
minority among them are Czechs. It 
was audacity in this peewee nation to 
want, for once, to play the role of 
the master instead of the historical 
one of the serf. They had played it 
not without talent—though the state 
of Masaryk is on the inside not what 
it appears to the world. The Czechs 
have—as a minority in their own 
country—committed toward the other 
minority all the wrongs that from a 
revengeful nationalism and a corrupt 
bureaucracy could be expected. 
Germans of Bohemia and Silesia— 
three and one-half millions massed in 
the boundary districts adjacent to the 
fatherland and surpassed in industrial 
ability and the art of living by no peo- 
ple on earth—stand today united by 
a fervor of anti-Czech fanaticism that 
is hard to imagine if one has not 
seen it, and that must needs be fatal 
one day to the Czech state. 

That then seems to your corre- 
spondent to be the real consequence 
of the unpunished reoccupation of the 
Rhineland (made possible by the An- 
glo-French rift over Mussolini’s vic- 
tory), that the inevitable solution of 
the Austrian question is brought into 
the range of this year’s or next year's 
probabilities. That the independence 
of Czechoslovakia then, of course, will 
be compromised. at, to mention a 
further perspective, several hundred 
thousands Jews, severely discriminated 
against already, will then become out- 
laws like those in Germany, and ea- 
ger emigrants. And that Germany, of 
course, will gain complete ascendancy 
over central and southeastern Europe. 

For all that to come to pass Hitler 
will only need a continual state of 
disturbance in Europe. With a war 
brewing in the far east and com- 
munism spreading to Europe's west- 
ernmost peninsula—and with all the 
peacelessness that is reigning in be- 
tween ‘these two extreme poles—he 
may safely count on it. 

Europe is in for a trial such as it 
has not experienced before. And the 
democratic states are not likely to 
survive it with the loose organizations 
they have now got. Nor, to put it 
mildly, is the League of Nations.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


To heft some of the books or riffle 
the pages of the current magazines or 
listen to the bla-bla of doctors in the 
field of endocrinology one might infer 
that medicine is making tremendous 
strides these days. Sometimes I think 
maybe she is, but again I get the im- 
pression she is just throwing her 
weight about and progressing hither 
and thither. 


Tricks in all trades, including ours. 
One of our neatest tricks, as too many 
of you wiseacre laymen seem to know, 
is covering of our ignorance. When 
we don’t know much about a thing we 
use some forbidding terms to refer to 
it, and that enables us to get by, at 
least until some one gets the spelling 
and pronunciation down pat and digs 
up a definition of the awe-inspiring 
term. Years ago a medical term of 
not less than five syllables would 
serve satisfactorily fer decades, but to- 
day we have to revise ‘em every few 
years—we have to do so, or else a lot 
of prying laymen will begin to think 
they know as much as we must make 
‘em think we know.

“master regulator of bodily functions.” 
Formerly we believed the pituitary 
had one internal gecretion or hor- 
mone. Now we know it has several, 
each serving a specific purpose, as 
follows: 3 

1. Growth hormone. If this is de- 
ficient the child fails to grow at nor- 
mal rate. If it is excessive, gigantism 
results. 

2. Sex hormone. If this is deficient 
there is a failure of or retarded de- 
velopment of the sexual system. If 
it is excessive precocious development 
occurs. 

_3. Thyrotropic hormone. If defi- 
cient the thyroid fails to function nor- 
mally. If excessive, the thyroid gland 
becomes overactive. 

4. Adrenotropie hormone. This con- 
trols the ‘function of the adrenal 
glands. 

5. Fat hormone. If excessive the 
body fat is too rapidly burned. If de- 
ficient, a peculiar type of obesity oc- 
curs known as pituitary obesity.

5.—(4)—Milo Reno, 71,

Major clues were: A mysterious 
nell from an unidentified man in 
Nashville about three weeks ago and 
an unnamed person who talked to the 
young matron in her apartment five 
minutes before her screams were heard 
and 10 minutes before she was found 
by neighbors. Police Commissioner 
Eugene Bryan said this person’s tes- 
timony placed the murder at between 
4p. m and 4:05 p. m. on last 
Thursday.

Ford is one of the junior major 
generals but is considered also to have 
a good chance for the command be- 
cause of his expertness as a military 
tactician.

Kilbourne, although considered eli- 
gible for the job, is scheduled to re- 
tire next December. 

War Department officials empha-

(His ossessions included, it was 
said, the imperial family jewels, nu- 
merous cases of gold bullion, gold coins 
and silver Maria Theresa thalers. He 
even took six automobiles. 

(These reports said the emperor 
stopped at Diredawa while en route 


>to Djibouti by train and removed all 
cash from the treasury and customs 
houses there.) 

Colson said Haile Selassie owned 
a villa at Vevey, Switzerland, and 
probably would take up permanent 
residence there. 

The American said the emperor had 
no investments abroad and had*spent 
large sums in public works and in 
furnishing his new palace in Addis 
Ababa—which was sacked and looted 
over the week-end. 

Colson added, however, that the em- 
peror doubtless sived out enough 
funds to live comfortably during his 
exile in Switzerland. 

The American left Addis Ababa 
April 3, ostensibly on “sick leavé” 
in Egypt. He is resting here with 
his wife. 

Colson, who played a powerful part 
in Ethiopia’s foreign affairs for six 
years, expressed doubt that Italy could 
make Ethiopia a “paying proposition.”

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FASCISTS STUDY PLANS 


FOR AFRICAN OMAN) 


‘Real Governors To Be Ital- 
ian Civil Authorities, 
It Is Believed. 


ROME, May 5.—(#)—Rough plans 
for the transformation of the vast 
African domain of BHthiopia from a 
native empire to an Italian posses- 
sion already were being disevssed to- 
night. 

Premier Mussolini indicated to a 
group of farmers Sunday that at least 
400,000 of the 500,000 troops and 
workmen now in Africa would be left 
there to colonize “those depopu- 
lated lands with the fecund families 
of Italian race.” 

Actually, plans were drafted and 
made ready for study before the 
northern and southern armies applied 
the final squeeze to Ethiopia with 
their great military pincers. 

Civil organizers in Rome believe 
Ethiopia will be made a colony of 
the Italian empire according to the 
following rough draft, patterned after 
the previous Italian “systemization” 
of Libya, Eritrea and Somaliland: 


Ethiopian dynasty... True, puppets 
boasting royal blood may be set up 
in various provinces and allowed to 
retain some of their princely  privi- 
leges, but the real governors will be 
Italian civil commissioners and dis- 
trict military commanders. 

. Officers of the conquering 
forces will divide the conquered terri- 
tory according to racial characteris- 
tics. Chieftains of known integrity 
and willingness to be loyal to Italy 
will be given civil missions to govern 
their tribes. 

3. Civil and religious wr ear A will 
be proclaimed throughout the former 
empire. 

(In territories already occupied the 
Italian command has issued proclama- 
tions abolishing slavery.) . 

4. Italian officers will organize a 
mercenary native army similar to 
forces maintained by Italy in other 
colonies. The splendid showing of 
Eritreans, Somalis and Libyans— 
themselves conquered oe the 
Ethiopian war makes Romans certain 
that Ethiopians one day will add 
enormously to the fighting power of 
the territorial armies. 

The whole territory will be 
policed by native troops carefully 
trained and scrupulously supervised 
by contingents from Italy’s own re- 
nowned federal police—carabinieri. 

Airfields will be built and main- 
tained by a sort of aerial police, capa- 
ble of transporting swift aid in men 
and arms to outposts anywhere in 
Ethiopia. 

6. Italy intends her commercial 
and economic influence in Ethiopia 
shall be predominant. Colonial or- 
ganizers foresee little if any oppor- 
tunity for outside developers to secure 
concessions or slices of the new terri- 
tory. 

Later an “open door” policy is ex- 
pected to evolve but at present Pre- 
mier Mussolini’s corporative state is 
expected to organize Ethiopia as an 
Italian monopoly. 

7. During the course of the war 
the British and French spheres of in- 
fluence, defined in the _ tripartite 
treaty of 1906, frequently were de 
clared by Italy to be inviolate. 

A continuance of this attitude de- 
pends so far as fascists are concerned 
upon what measures Great Britain, 
France and other countries which op- 
posed her invasion of Ethiopia pro- 
pose now to take toward the conquest 
of Ethiopia. ;

Then suddenly at sunset came the 
first clamor of bells, the shiek of sirens 
for which Italian ears had been strain- 
ing for a week.

Eyewitness Describes Occupation

Seven months after they swarmed 
across the Mareb river into Ethiopia, 
Italy’s legiois tonight completed their 
occupation of Addis Ababa.

With another corre- 
spondent I rode out under a white 
ag to meet the invading forces. We 
found them 15 1-2 miles away. 
They came not as conquerors but 
as forces to relieve beleaguered for- 
eigners barricaded in their legations 
after 3 1-2 days of fire, murder and 
pillage which had reduced Addis 
Ababa to a shambles.

force, Askaris afoot and the white 
Sabauda division in lorries, roared 
past the fortified British Jlegation 
down the imperial highway from 
Dessye. 

Marshal Badoglio had heard of the 
plight of the foreigners in this terror- 
stricken town. 

He issued orders to his troops to 
proceed to Addis Ababa “as quickly 
as possible.” 

They did. 

They roared into Addis Ababa with 
an impressive display of military 
might. 

The vanguard was mounted on 20 
motorcycles which roared past the 
British fegation without stopping. 
Squadrons of airplanes droned alertly 
overhead. The planes appeared over 
the capital two hours before the land 
forces arrived, 

Behind the speeding motorcycles 
were nine baby tanks. 

They were followed by militar 
trucks—virtually armored cars. wit 
troops protecting generals and lesser 
ranking officers in the following staff 
cars. The staffs commanded the Sa- 
bauda and second Eritrean division. 

The occupation was orderly. It 
was a military parade. There was no 
opposition as the troops proceeded to 
most strategic centers in the town. 

The abandoned palace of Emperor 
Haile Selassie, king of kings and con- 
quering Lion of Judah, was among the 
first places occupied by the Italians. 
It had been looted. 

The proud tricolor of Italy was 
hoisted over the palace grounds. 

The few Ethiopians in sight were 
furtive. 

On the highways and caravan trails 
leading out of the city toward the 
south many were fleeing in small 
groups. They were anxious to get 
away with their loot before arrival of 
the blackshirt forces. 

Badoglio entered the city an hour 
behind the vanguard. 

He proceeded at once to the Italian 
legation where he established his gen- 
eral headquarters. Last October 
Count Luigi Vinci, Italian minister 
to Ethiopia, was expelled from this 
legation when the outbreak of hostili- 
ties ruptured Italo-Ethiopian diplo- 
matic relations. 

Calm—contrasting glaringly to the 
frenized hours of terror and bloodshed 
following the Negus Negusti’s depar- 
ture—settled down on Addis Ababa 
with the arrival of Italian troops. 

‘William M. Cramp, American con- 
sul, aiid the navy radio personnel at- 
tached to the staff of Cornelius Van 
H. Engert, United States minister res- 
ident, were able to reoccupy the Amer 
ican legation, evacuated only after des- 
perate resistance to attacking Ethio- 
pian mobs. 

The Italian occupation was a dem- 
onstration of efficiency. 

While combat forces swept into the 
city engineers seized the Ethiopian 
government radio station at Akaki, 
four miles away. Other engineers 
seized the terminus of the Djibouti- 
Addis Ababa railway where 50 gallant 
Frenchmen fought valiantly against 
mobs trying to burn the depot. 

The Italians brought the full pan- 
oply of war—from soldiers to road 
builders and political agents. 

To meet the oncoming Italians we 
had to make our way through maraud- 
ing bands of Ethiopians. Until] the 


iens, By the time we returned from 
the hills beyond Mount Entoto the 
marauders had gone, although an occa- 
sional rifle shot was heard in the dis- 
tance, 

_ By dusk Italian sentries, happy to 
reach Addis Ababa after the gruel- 
ling journey through some of the wild- 
est country in wild Ethiopia, had been 
posted at all vantage points through- 
out and around the city. 

They commanded every road and 
trail running out of Addis Ababa. Al-| 
though Ethiopia is without organized 
leadership now that the negus has 
fled, tle forces of occupation are not 
taking any chances. ilitary rule 
prevails. The occupatién in its ear- 
liest hours has provided all the atmos- 
phere of war, including readiness for 
possible but improbable counter-at- 
tacks. / 

Badoglio was escorted upon hie en- 

try by troops of the 62d regiment of 
infantry and units of the 2d Eritrean 
division. His automobile was flanked 
by ‘detachments of carabineers. They 
rode in lorries. 
Soldiers, even marines, represented 
each corps of Italian military force. 
They included infantry, artillery, black 
shirt militia, bersaglieri, engineers, 
cavalry and the air force. The marines 
followed the native Eritreans. 

Estimates indicated that 30,000 
Italians were in Addis Ababa tonight. 

Outside the city country people 
lined the route of march. They sa- 
luted and sometimes cheered. 

While Badoglio’s headquarters are 
expected to remain at the Italian le- 
gation troops already have been quar- 
tered in the ugly, gray stone building 
which was the imperial palace. Ital- 
ian radio operators were dispatched 
to the wireless station at Akaki. All 
Ethiopian public buildings not reduced 
to ruin during the riots have been oc- 
cupied by Italians.

his attention to the situation in Bu- 
rope. adding: 

“Tt has become a matter of com- 
mon agreement that the League needs 
reorganizing. 

“Events make the urgency of this 
reform more pressing. Italy is pre- 
pared to help in it. My own con- 
viction is that the League can and 
must go on but its task must be made 
proportionate to its powers. The spir- 
it of the League must be adapted to 
the needs of various nations and the 
respective situations of European 
states.” 

Speaking of Italy’s position in the 
situation created by Germany’s re- 
militarization of the Rhineland, he 
stated Italy is ready to help “in bring- 
ing about a frank and definite un- 
derstanding between the great pow- 
ers of western Europe. 

“These powers must end by coming 
to an agreement. If they go to war 
among themselves the consequence 
will be the crash of European civili- 
zation.” 

“Italy wants peace,” Mussolini de- 
elared, adding that her foreign policy 
“will continue to pursue peaceful 
aims.” 

“The political and juridica] des- 
tiny. so to speak, of Ethiopia re 
mains to be decided. Who is there 
left to make peace with now that 
the emperor has gone?” 

Asked how and where peace terms 
will be settled, what his attitude was 
toward Emperor Haile Selassie and 
whether he was going to set up a suc- 
cessor, Mussolini replied: 

“T really cannot give you a defi- 
nite answer to any of these questions, 
although Italy’s task was made eas- 
ier by the flight of the emperor, which 
created a new and entirely unexpect- 
ed set of conditions.” 

Pounding the heavy oak table in 
his office in the palazzo venezia with 
his hand, Il Duce declared: “Italy has 
not the least or remotest hankering 
after Egypt.” He said likewise she 
had no political interests in the Su- 
dan or Palestine.”

Supervision of Crime 
Greatest U. S. Issue, Says 


Judge. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., May 5.—(P)— 
Respect for United States courts and 
a fear of violating federal statutes 
must be instilled into the hearts of 


offenders, District Federal Judge John 


D. Martin declared here today in an 
address before the Memphis Rotary 


The judge, who described himself 
as “a happy judge,” said “there has 
been too much mollycoddling,” but 
added that “probation is a wise meas- 
ure if administered wisely.” 

Judge Martin, who will have been 
on the bench a year Thursday, thought 
that “the greatest issue before the 
American people today is the sup- 
pression of crime.” 

“The é¢ighteenth amendment ‘has 
been repealed, but internal revenue 
laws are in full force and -effect,” he 
said. “If these laws are allowed to 
break down because of nonenforce- 


Large | ment, it will cause increased violation 
of other laws.” 


Speaking of his problems on the 
bench, Judge Martin said he “just 
tried to use common sense and follow 
the law.” 

“Last July 1 I was called to pass 


|}on the constitutionality of a law that 


was one of the greatest steps in agri- 
cultural history of the country,” he 
asserted. 

“So I looked over the general wel- 
fare clause of the constitution and 
found it had never been applied as 
upholding taxing laws. “I believed the 
AAA legal because of fiat, as 1 be- 
lieve the same clause will be the even- 
tual salvation of the institutions‘ of

the personnel of council. Less than 
four months later, he issued an execu- 
tive order firing the entire group be- 
cause of inner-committee wrangles. 

The Key pronouncement of policies 
also included one guaranteeing promo- 
tion on a merit basis instead of on 
political activities of aspirants. 

Text of his message follows: 

“Since propriety does not permit 
me to suggest to any member of the 
public safety committee how they 
should vote on any question that will 
come before them, and since the pub- 
lic holds me responsible in a large 
measure for the actions of this com- 
mittee; therefore, before appointing 
the same, I wish to announce cer- 
tain principles which I think should 
be adhered to, and if there are any 
members in contemplation who do not 
wish to adhere to them, I shall ask 
them to decline to serve. 

‘1. The city of Atlanta cannot be 
successfully policed with a bunch of 
drunks. A drunken man has no place 
on the police force. A man who is 
found to be drunk on active duty, of 
course, should be fired; but, also, a 
man who is found to be drunk, while 
not on active duty, but in uniform, 
should be fired. A policeman should 
be alert and on duty in a broad sense 
during his waking hours, and a drink- 
ing policeman, with a pistol in his 
pocket, even when not on duty, is a 
menace to society and is not in a po- 
sition to give the protection that the 
public should have. 

“There are plenty of sober men in 
this eity that can be found to serve 
on the police force, and we should 
have a sober force from top to bottom, 
and we will not tolerate any other 


kind, 
“Promotion on Merit.” 

‘2. The rewards that come in the 
police department, in the way of pro- 
motions, should be given. on merit, 
alone, and not through politics or 
intrigue. The best way I know to 
secure a highly efficient police depart- 
ment is for every man in the depart- 
ment to know that if he is, his effi- 
ciency will be recognized. If he is 
as busy as he shoulg be in his work, 
he will have no time for politics. 
The duty of this committee is to study 
these men and their work, and to be 
governed accordingly in giving promo- 
tions. It will be the duty of this 
committee to give their support to the 
officers and men of the police depart- 
ment, who are loyal to their work 
and loyal to the city. ‘They should 
not permit th . department, nor any 
of its officers to be a tail for any- 
body’s kite; . or should they permit 
them to be hacked to pieces by those 
who are moved by jealous rage or po- 
litical intrigue. 

“3. This committee will have much 
to do with reference to debts among 
policemen. There should be a car- 
dinal rule of this committee that they 
are not a collecting agency, but they 
should require the members of the po- 
lice department to pay for the neces- 
sities of life fur themselves and their 
families—such as food, fuel, clothing, 
house rent, doctors’ bills, dental bills, 
medicines and the like; as to mat- 
ters such as redios, refrigerators, au- 
tomobiles, jewelry, real estate and 
the like—they should leave the par- 
ties to resort to the usual and ordi- 
nary process of law. 

“4. The people of Atlanta spend 
nearly $1,000,000 a year to support 
the police departniént, and they are 
entitled to the best that these men 
have to combat crime and criminals 
and to preserve law and order. Of 
course, the professional criminal is of 
first concern, and the detection, ar- 
r and conviction of certain types 
of criminals must always be a matter 
of first concern, but it is the duty 
of the police ‘spartment to enforce 
all the laws. We have as fine a 
bodg of men as could be found on 
any police department, with but few 
exceptions, and with the right kind 
of support and right kind of encour- 
agement, they will give to Atlanta a 
splendid, efficient service.”

FRANCHISE TAX’S

NEW YORK, May 5.—(4)—Bond 
market prices strengthened all alon 
the line today with pivotal rail an 
utility issues making the best showing. 

Although the turnover was ahead of 
the average on recent dull days, 
amounting to $9.869,000, par value, 
it was still considerably below the 
levels which would indicate broad in- 
vestment participation, and for that 
reason experts believed technical con- 
ditions had much to do with the rally. 
The market has been irregularly lower 
for nearly two weeks. 

Activity in the government section 
centered largely in the longer term 
maturities. Home Owners’ Loan 3s 
of 1952 bounded up 10-32ds to 102.25, 
the 2 3-4s gained 9-32ds at 101.17 and 
a half dozen or so treasury issues 
climbed from 4-32ds to 6-32ds. Sales 
totaled a little over $500,000 

A fairly large number of domestic 
corporation bonds changed hands at 
advances of 1 to nearly 2 points. 
Among these were Alleghany 5s at 92, 
American & Foreign Power 5s at 
73 1-8, Baltimore & Ohio 4 1-2s at 
69 5-8, Chesapeake Corp. 5s at 126, 
Illinois Central 4 3-4s at 70 3-4, In- 
ternational Hydro-Electric 658 at 
42 1-2, and International Telephone 
convertible 5s at 82. 

Fractional improvement in the Ital- 
jan group was the principal feature 
in the foreign department. The gov- 
ernment 7s advanced 38 to 72 7-8 
and Rome 6 1-2s were 1-4 higher at 
64. These bonds have displayed ex- 
treme steadiness during recent periods 
of stress and strain in other foreign 
issues, indicating holders had for some 
time been expecting the sort of de- 
velopments that featured today’s vic- 
torious war news. There was little 
trading in the French government and 
municipal issues. 

The Associated Press average of 20 
rails advanced .4 of a point to 91.1 
and the low-yield group advanced .1 
of a point to 111.4.

CROSS RUFF TECHNIQUE. 

The difficulty of many cross-ruff 
heads ig psychological rather than 
inherent. Average and expert players 
alike become so accustomed to count- 
ing losing tricks and then seeking 
means to avoid one or more of such 
losers that they instinctively apply 
the same method to cross-ruffs. The 
mental criss-crossing is confusing, 
however, even to experienced players, 
and they are apt to become lost in the 
maze. 

A much more satisfactory method 
is to calculate the tricks that can be 
won. Had the declarer in today’s hand 
followed that precept he would have 
achieved a happier result. Inciden- 
tally, he also might have escaped a 
terrific tongue lashing from his part- 
ner for robbing him of a juicy pen- 
alty double.

Obviously, South bad no right to 
bid over East’s four spade bid. His 
partner, .North, had shown’ great 
strength and should have been given 
the opportunity to double or bid again, 
at his discretion. East would not 
have been happy in his four spade con- 
tract which North, of course, would 
have doubled. 

West opened the singleton spade, 
East’s queen won, and a low spade 
was returned. At this point declarer 
had only to count his winners to see 
that the contract was virtually cold. 
Trumping the spade return with a 
high, heart, cashing both of dummy’s 
aces, ruffing dummy’s losing clubs 
with low trumps, and making his re- 
maining two high trumps and dum- 
my’s four separately, totaled eleven 
tricks. But apparently this direct 
count was too difficult. 

In his mistaken idea that he was 
“playing e@afe”’ he discarded a dia- 
mond on the trump return. West 
ruffed and led a trump. Now, too late, 
the cross-ruff was begun. With only 
three trumps left in dummy, the dia- 
mond suit could not be ruffed out. 
Declarer did not have sufficient en- 
tries to ruff diamonds and still draw 
West's trumps. Nor could dummy’s 
spade suit be established for enough 
diamond discards. 

Having first rescued his opponent 
from a substantial penalty, South 
completed his work by going down to 
inglorious defeat!

Practical phases 
of fire fighting will be studied by the 
delegates during the day, and theoreti- 
cal phases will be discussed by experts 
in the various scientific fields of fire- 
fighting at nightly sessions in the 
Ansley hotel.

U. S. Problems. 


_RICHMOND, Va., May 5. 
Nothing short of a national policy 
can deal effectively with America’s 
“bewildering array of problems,” Rep- 
resentative Maury Maverick, of the 
2Uth Texas district, declared tonight 
in an address before the national plan- 
hing conference, 

The task of carrying out such a 
policy will involve many agencies and 
take a long time, possibly clashing 
with the “principle of saving our own 
lives,” he said. 

_“In_ other words, I hold that in- 
viduality should not go to the extent 
of destroying the country. I should like 
to see a man make all the money he 
wants to make, but not at the expense 
of the natural resources of the gen- 
eral welfare of the people. 

“The people of this country,” Ma- 
verick asserted, “will not accept the 
regimentation of fascism or commu- 
nism. The people will, however, find 
it necessary to conserve their own nat- 
ural resources. This will lead, when 
it comes to matters which solely con- 
|cern the public welfare, to the gov- 
| ernment having sufficient power to ac- 
complish the purposes.” 

He denied the “right” of any man 
to destroy natural resources and said 
they must be conserved and utilized 
for the benefit of all the people. 

_Governor George C. Peery, of Vir- 
ginia; Frederic A. Delano, president 
of the American Planning and Civic 
Association, and Colonel Samuel P. 
Wetherill Jr., chairman of the region- 
al planning federation, Philadelphia, 
also appeared on the banquet pro- 
gram.

Virginia state officials informed the 
conference today that statewide plan- 
ning constituted a distinct contribu- 
tion to Virginia’s welfare.

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Germany, 
May 5.—(By Wireless)—-The Graf 
Hindenburg, her motors overhauled, 
tested and reinstalled, is ready to de- 
part on schedule Wednesday on her 
first flight over the North Atlantic. 
Passengers, thrilled with anticipation, 
are beginning to arrive, and the pro- 
visioning of the giant airship proceeds 

apace. 

As is its usual custom, the Zeppe- 
lin Company is maintaining strict se- 
crecy regarding the passenger list un- 
til the airship leaves the ground, but 
this correspondent has learned that 
the following are numbered among the 
50 passengers:

“Unfortunately, 
the Hindenburg is not a private yacht 
but a commercial craft that has to 
earn money and make our living,” re- 
marked Dr. Eckener. 

Including insurance, depreciation, 
crude oil fuel, hydrogen gas for “lift,” 
wages of the crew and food, a round- 
trip flight from Friedrichshafen to 
Lakehurst anc back costs approxi- 
mately 200,000 marks (about $80,- 
000). With all the cabins sold out 
and the heavy mail that is expected, 
the Hindenburg will do little better 
than break even on the first flight. 

As it costs just as much to man 
a crew for 50 passengers as for 10¥, 
the Zeppelin company plans to make 
the next Zeppelin one for 100 pas- 
sengers instead of only 50. 5

JUNIOR LEAGUES NAME 
NATIONAL SECRETARY 


Former Rockefeller Founda- 
tion Official Hits Munici- 
pal Politics in Address. 


RICHMOND, Va., May 5.—A)— 
Delegates attending the sixteenth con- 
ference of the Association of Junior 
Leagues of America decided today that 
member leagues might participate to 
a limited degree in legislative and 
controversial matters, but postponed 
until Friday the choice of two al- 
ternative plans of action. 


The decision marks a reversal of 


the non-participation policy adopted 
at the Toronto conference in 1934. 

Appointment of Mrs. Cyrus L. 
Philipp, of Milwaukee, as national 
secretary of the association to succeed 
Mrs, Peter L. Harvie, of Troy, N. Y., 
was announced by the executive com- 
mitte today. 

Mrs. Philipp is chairman of the ad- 
missions committee and a member of 
the board of directors from the sey- 
enth region. 


Dr. George Vincent, former direc- 
tor of the Rockefeller Foundation, 
told the leaguers at a luncheon fol- 
lowing the open formu on policy that 
political conditions in municipalities 
are the great stigma on American 
civilization. 

Dr, Vincent urged the leagues to 
look toward the future in formulating 
their work in their communities. 

“You are part of an enterprise only 
begun,” he said. “There is much 
greater progress to be made. You 
have your opportunity not only m 
your own projects, but in the other 
agencies in which you are interested 
to become heirs of, a great collective 
work which has tremendous oppor- 
tunities in the future.” 

In an address enlivened with 
humor, Dr. Vincent traced the pres- 
ent “civic consciousness” from the 
days of “local pride’ down through 
the era of ‘‘boosting.” 

There was a long period if individ- 
ualism, he said, when everyone had 
“pet charities” and there little 
co-ordination. Community chests 
and community councils have achieved 
considerab!: co-operation among social 
and cultural agencies, the former 
foundation head asserted.
